Three Years 
to Settle Estate 


You have, in the past month, learned something 


regarding the allowance and payment of claims against an estate; 
but we cannot dwell too long on this article, and must today - 
make a firing trip over the remaining ten sections (G. S. 1246' 
to 135S, inclusive). 


General Section 1346 gives authority to the 


County Court to make extensions of time (not over sLt months 
each) upon application o* the Executor, in -which'he may complete 
the payment of debts and legacies. But the -whole period. Includ- 
ing-,all extensions of time, shall not exceed three years. 


There is, an exception to this three-year rule, 


where the Exerutor has a trust to be admlnigtered which may 
require a longer time; but the Court may require the Executor 
to make final settlement of everything except the trust. In such 
event, the Executor IB discharged but Iho Trustee remains. No 
ca^cs of vital importance pertain to this section.
